2. Claims 2-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claims 2, 4, 6 and 8. 

The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
limitations "(a)selecting an integration time which is sufficiently short such that 
each special event creates a large characteristic change of integrated scatter 
signal parameters, when observed by a detector", "(b) deriving data sets 
corresponding to particles, by integrating signals obtained from a plurality of 
detectors, using the integration time selected in step (a)" and "sorting the data 
sets obtained in step (b) into groups with similar characteristics ".
